PURE  BRED  STRAWBERRY  PLANTS 

In  the  Home  Garden  or  On  the  Farm 

Nothing  is  So  Delicious  and  So  Profitable 
as  Strawberries 

To  my  friends  and  customers  who  know  my  strawberry  plants  it  is 
unnecessary  to  say  anything,  but  to  those  who  have  not  tried  my  plants, 
I will  say  that  they  are  sturdy,  well  rooted,  pure  bred,  year-old  plants. 
They  have  been  mulched  all  winter  to  insure  abundant  vitality  to  with- 
stand transplanting.  I use  commercial  fertilizer  at  considerable  expense  to 
produce  plants  of  the  very  best  quality.  My  thirty  years  experience  as  a 
berry  grower  has  convinced  me  that  plants  propagated  for  transplanting 
should  excel  in  root  vitality. 

Barnyard  manure,  while  producing  luxuriant  tops,  does  not  develop 
root  strength'  in  the  young  plant  equal  to  that  produced  by  the  especially 
prepared  fertilizers. 

Each  order  is  dug  and  packed  separately  and  shipped  the  same  day. 
I do  not  dig  large  quantities  of  plants  and  then  fill  orders  from  a stock 
room. 

Plants  are  tied  twenty-five  in  a bundle. 

Formerly  I have  propagated  twenty-five  or  more  varieties  of  straw- 
berry plants  but  have  eliminated  many  of  these  and  now  offer  only  the 
best  to  grow  in  Minnesota  and  surrounding  states. 

All  the  varieties  which  I grow  are  perfect  flowered  and  any  one  variety 
will  produce  fruit  when  planted  alone,  which  is  not  the  case  with  pistillate 
or  imperfect  flowering  varieties. 

The  crop  of  Strawberry  plants  is  very  light  owing  to  the  fact  that  last 
season  was  dry  and  unfavorable  to  the  development  of  new  plants.  My 
supply  is  limited.  The  plants,  however,  are  well  rooted  and  full  of  vigor. 
My  prices  are  reasonable,  considering  the  small  crop  of  plants. 

Every  garden  should  have  a strawberry  bed  large  enough  to  supply 
the  family  with  ripe  strawberries  from  the  middle  of  June  until  October 
besides  enough  for  canning  puiqDoses.  Do  not  fail  to  get  some  of  my  plants 
this  year.

Everbearing  Varieties 

The  everbearing  strawberry  is  fast  taking  the  place  of  the  June  bearing 
varieties  as  they  produce  fruit  abundantly  the  same  reason  that  the  plants 
are  set,  then  produce  a good  crop  of  fruit  the  following  spring.  They  are 
not  subject  to  the  effects  of  the  strawberry  weevil,  which  destroys  so  many 
June  bearing  patches.  The  two  varieties  which  I offer  are  very  hardy  and 
are  the  most  popular  of  the  everbearing. 

PROGRESSIVE — Staminate.  Very  productive.  Fruit  medium  size  and  of 
excellent  quality.  Produces  fruit  from  about  a week  earlier  than  any 
June  variety  until  late  fall.  50c  per  dozen,  $1.00  for  25,  $1.75  for 
50,  $3.00  for  100.

While  this  is  one 
of  the  best  everbearing  varieties,  I consider  it  the  best  June  bearing 
variety  also.  I usually  grow  a heavy  crop  of  this  variety  in  the  fall  and 
the  following  spring  the  same  plants  produce  an  immense  crop  of  excel- 
lent fruit.

June  Bearing  Varieties 

PREMIER — Staminate.  I am  pleased  to  offer  a new  strawberry  that  I can 
recom.mend  to  be  an  improvement  over  all  other  early  varieties.  This 
variety  was  introduced  by  R.  M.  Kellogg  and  has  proven  to  be  just  what 
we  were  looking  for  in  an  early  fruiting  variety.  Plants  grow  large  and 
are  wonderfully  productive.  The  berries  are  large  and  of  a beautiful 
glossy  red  color.  I have  never  found  so  many  good  qualities  in  an  early 
berry.  I have  talked  with  several  growers  who  have  tried  out  this 
variety  and  they  are  all  enthusiastic  about  it.  25  plants  75c,  50  plants

MINNEHAHA,  formerly  known  as  Minnesota  No.  935 — Staminate.  While 
this  is  one  of  the  newer  productions  it  has  been  tried  out  enough  to  be 
placed  among  the  best  varieties.

RED  RASPBERRIES 

I have  discarded  everything  in  raspberries  but  the  two  following  de- 
scribed varieties  as  they  promise  to  be  the  coming  varieties  for  the  Minne- 
sota grower. 

LATHAM,  formerly  known  as  Minnesota  No.  4 — This  berry  has  become 
so  well  known  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  describe  it  here.  10  plants  $1.00 ;

REDPATH — I introduced  this  new  raspberry  for  the  first  time  last  year. 
At  that  time  I was  satisfied  of  its  superior  qualities  and,  after  another 
year  of  fruiting,  I am  convinced  it  is  the  best  raspberry  at  the  present 
time.  This  is  the  berry  you  have  been  looking  for.  Fruit  a bright  red, 
firm  and  very  large,  a heavy  yielder  and  perfectly  hardy.  This  variety 
does  not  seem  susceptable  to  the  diseases  common  to  the  red  raspberry. 
If  you  want  the  best,  do  not  fail  to  order  some  of  these  plants.  10

GOOSEBERRIES 

THE  CARRIE — This  variety  has  become  so  well  known  that  I do  not  need 
to  mention  its  many  good  qualities  but  I will  say  that  it  is  nearly  thorn- 
less and  is  practically  disease  resisting,  and  a heavy  bearer.  30c  each;

GRAPES 

BETA — This  grape  has  become  very  popular  as  it  is  early,  very  product- 
ive and  does  not'  require  covering  in  the  winter  as  it  is  as  hardy  as  the 
wild  grape  of  Minnesota. 

ALPHA — A hardy  grape  that  does  not  require  winter  covering.  Consid- 
ered, by  many  growers,  superior  to  the  Beta. 

HUNGARIAN — This  is  a hardy  grape  that  produces  a larger  fruit  than 
the  Beta  but  is  a slower  growing  vine  and  probably  not  so  productive. 

CONCORD — This  variety  is  very  well  known. 

WHITE  NIAGARA — A large  variety  of  the  white  grape. 

CAMPBELL’S  EARLY — A very  good  grape  of  the  purple  sort.

PLUMS 

W^e  have  felt  the  want  of  a better  plum  for  the  Northw^est  and  have 
been  watching,  with  interest,  the  development  of  the  new  varieties  origin- 
ated at  the  Minnesota  State  Fruit  Breeding  farm.  These  plums  are  far 
superior  to  the  older  varieties  w^hich  we  have  been  growing  and  I feel  per- 
fectly safe  in  recommending  them.  They  are  very  fast  growing  and  usu- 
ally come  into  bearing  the  second  year  after  setting.  I have  selected 
and  propagated  the  following  four  varieties.  These  are  one  year  old  trees, 
8 to  5 feet  high. 

MONITOR  (Minnesota  No.  70) — Tree  unusually  vigorous  and  produces  a 
compact,  well  shaped  head,  very  productive  and  perfectly  hardy.  Fruit 
large,  roundish,  well  colored  w ith  dark  red ; quality  good.  This  is  a good 
market  plum  a&  well  as  for  home  use. 

TONKA  (Minnesota  No.  21) — This  is  a very  harjdy  plum  which  yields  an 
abundance  of  large  fruit  of  excellent  quality.  The  fruit  is  yellow,  w^ell 
overlaid  with  red.  It  ripens  about  August  15th  and  is  a good  market 
plum  as  it  stands  shipping  well. 

ELLIOT  (Minnesota  No.  8) — This  plum  is  also  a vigorous  grower  and  very 
productive.  It  has  all  the  good  qualities  of  the  two  former  described 
varieties  but  does  not  ripen  until  about  September  1st. 

UNDERWOOD  (Minnesota  No.  91)— Produces  one  of  the  strongest 
growing  trees.  It  is  entirely  hardy  and  very  promising  because  of  its 
large  early  fruit.  Fruit  attractive  red,  with  fairly  firm  juicy  flesh,  small 
pit,  clingstone,  hangs  w^ell,  and  ripens  over  a long  period.  Season,  Aug- 
ust 1 to  15.
